But forty are headed 
by presidents. 


And presidents now pack more 
muscle than kings. One of the infant 
Prince of Edinburgh's distant rela- 
tives was a famous president- 
George Washington. But the little 
prince can't aspire to that office. He 
was born in the wrong place for it. 


He isn't exactly a barefoot boy 
with a crown. He'll inherit enough 
money to keep him in lolipops for- 
ever .

But what a life he has to look for- 
ward to! He can't sneak off to the 
ole swimmin' hole with the boys 
from the other side of the railroad 
track.

Salem, Mo. — To the people of 
Reynolds County, Mo., Jacksonville 
isn't the No. 1 town in Morgan coun- 
ty. Practically nobody there ever 
heard of "The Athens of the West." 
But they know all about Wcodson 
and quite a few have been there. 


It's in Reynolds county that the 
cedar trees spring from the red soil 
as thick as the hairs on a coon's 
tail." They grow straight, often 25 
feet to the first branch. A good tree 
will furnish four, five or =ix fence 
posts.« 


Thousands of posts are ut every 
year. Many of them are trucked to 
Illinois and some of them go to 
Woodson, "that little place' that has 
the big sale every Friday." 


First Rate Corn Crop 
Missouri has a first rate corn crop 
this season, but they don't have the 
storage problem of Morgan county 
farmers. The yields are so heavy, 
with some hiir 'land producing as 
much as 70 bushels per acre. 


Most farmers seen said "the corn 
crop's the best ever raised around 
here." Others don't "altogether agree, 
but admit "it's sure a fenee-iobbin' 
crop." 


Rail cribs are used almost exclu- 
sively here. If the crop is extra good 
a few rails borrowed from the long 
lines which zig-zag up and down the 
hills will furnish all extra crib room 
needed. 


Editors of country weeklies say 
they've seen more corn this year 
than ever before. Dozens ol ears, 
each of unusual length cr unusual 
girth, or both, decorate every office. 
And nearly every paper proclaimed 
a new champion in last week's issue. 


Good Hunting 


The quail season is on and every- 
body says the hunting is extra good. 
"Anybody who can walk and shoot 
can get the- limit," said a St. Louis 
businessman who has shot quail in 
this area for 27 consecutive autumns. 


"This is the best year in the last 
ten," he declared. 


Demonstrations Planned 


The county-agents of this year ap- 
pear to be full of pep. Everyone of 
them has a demonstration oi some 
type planned for this week. 


A. D. Arnhart of Girardean coun 
ty will give a "hog demonstration" 
Wednesday. 


He's secured two almost identical 
hogs in three different classes: the 
short, round "cob-roller"; the meaty 
medium and "the race horse." One 
will be on exhibit Wednesday; the 
other will be slaughtered. Half of 
each carcass will be butchered into 
commercial cuts; the other naif will 
be hung for inspection. Dressing 
percentages will be compiled and 
posted. "I hope the day will result 
in better hogs for this counts'," he 
said. 


May Be In For a Shock 


The second part of the demon- 
stration may be rather alarming to 
the spectators. Arnhart has two 
hogs out of a litter raised on worm 
infested soil. One has been treated 
during the month with sodium flor- 


ide; the other is a perfect example 
of a wormy pig. 


"I'm going to kill both of them, 
cut them open and lay them on the 
block. If the size and shape of the 
carcasses don't impress everybody 
then maybe the worms squirming 
around in the still-warm intestines 
will convince at least somebody that 
a lot of hogs need treatment for 
worms. 


"If it doesn't, -I don't know what 
will," he asserted. He concluded with 
"maybe nothing will."
